head the autopsy doctors ask the audience if there had been surgery of the head, yiis was 
not because tho hole was enlarged but because of other, internal observations.

You will then be in a better position to evaluate the 
many theories. But without a fairly full factual background it is not easy to evaluate 
what is presented attractively and persuasively and it is easy to be misled and misin- 
formed.
